But God Almighty by 
his Prophet tells us, That Images are 
Teachers of Lies. This King James 
of happy Memory, and his pious and 
learned Convocation well knowing, and 
that the Church of England had con- 
demned the ſetting up of Images in 
our Churches, (as ſhall anon appear) 
they Decree and Command, that in- 
ſtead of Popiſh Images, which were 
Teachers of Lies, the Ten Command- 
ments, and choice Þ Sentences of Scri- 
pture, ſhould be writ upon the Walls 
of our Churches, whence (without fear 
of Error ) the People might learn Di- 
vine and Infallible Truchs. And here 
the Saying of an antient and excellent 
Perſon is worthy of our Memory and

I know that the Painter and thoſe 
few Pariſhioners, who were for taking 
away thoſe Sentences of Scripture, an- 
tiently writ upon the Walls, have in- 
ſtead of them, writ ſome other Sen. 
tences of Scripture in ſeveral Places 
where none were before. But this does 
not excuſe, but rather aggravate their 
Crime, For, | 


1. This was not done till ſome time 
after they had finiſhed their Work, 
waſh'd out the Texts of Scripture an- 
tiently writ upon the Walls, and ſet 
up all their Images: When finding 
what they had done difpleaſed many, 
(particularly their Biſhop ) and that

2. And this they did without any 
Advice or Direction of their Miniſter, 
or any who had the Cure of their 
Souls > Whereas the Canon required, 
that * choſen Sentences of Scripture 
ſhould be writ upon the Walls. And 
we may be ſure that the pious and lear- 
ned King and Convocation, who made 
that Canon, did not intend that the ig- 
norant Painter and poor Pariſhioners, but 
ſoine who had more Underſtanding, and 
Cure of their Souls, ſhould chuſe ſuch 
Sentences 4$; ſhould be for the People's 
Edification, moſt plain and pertinent. 
But no more of this. For altho' what

Object. But here it is objected by the 
Enemies of our Church and Reformation, 
that our Reformers have been ſo zealous 
and indiſcreetly fierce againſt Images, 
that they have condemn'd the ingenious

Sol. But this is a malicious Calumny, 
and no real Conſequence of our Churches 
Doctrine about Hnages, as has been ex- 
preſly and publickly declared both by 
our Church and State. For, 

I. Our Church has declared her Judg- 
ment, that all Images are not abſolutely 
* unlawful, or ſimply forbidden in the New 
Teſtament, but Ac ſome, in ſome Places 
and Circumſtances, when they may (eſpe- 
cially to poor ignorant People) be dange- 
rous Occafions of Superſtition and Idola- 
try and more expreſly a little after, the 
Words are theſe; We are not fo Þ ſeru- 
pulous, as to abhor Flowers wronght in 
Carpets, Hangings, Arras, &c. or Images of. 
Princes on their Coin : nor do we conde mn 
the Art of Painting or Image-making, &c. 
Whence it is evident, that our Church 
is neither againſt the Art of Painting, 
nor any Civil Uſe of Images. | 

2. Our State has (by expreſs Act of

not extend to any Images or Pictures, 
* ſet or engraven on any Tomb, in any 


Church, Chappel, or Church-yard, on- 


* ly for a. Monument of any King, Prince, 
Noble- man, or any other dead Perſon, 
* which hath not commonly been repu- 


«ted for a Saint, but that all ſuch Ima- 


« ges may continue. 
Whence it is evident, that our Church 

at the Reformaticn, did not condemn an 

Civil Uſe of Images, no not in ſacred Pla- 


ces, as Church- yards, Chappels or Chur- 
ches, much leſs in other Places. And 


that we may more diſtinctly know what 
Images they condemn d, and why tbey 
would not tolerate them in Churches; It 


is further to be conſidered ; 


1. That the Church of England abſo- 
lutely condemns all Images of the Trinity,

2. No Images of our || Bleſſed Saviour, 
of any Saints and Martyrs, (which with 
ſtupid Superſtition and Idolatry have 
been, and ſtill are worſhipped in the Po- 
piſh Church) are, in the Fudgment of our 
Church, to be tolerated in our Temples, or 
any Place of God's publick Worſhip. For 
if they be, it will be to the great and 
* unevoidable danger of Idolatry, This, 
I conceive, is the approved and received 
Dofrin of the Church of England: and 
that it may more plainly and diſtin&ly 
appear to be ſo, I thall cite the Judgment 
of our Church, and her Reaſons for it, in 
her own expreſs Words: And amongſt

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20 The Caſe of ſetting up 

which expreſly and particularly names 

and approves all our Homilies, and de- 

clares the Doctrine contained in them, to 

be a godly Doctrine; as appears by the 

Articles of our Church, compoſed and 
bliſhed 1n that Convocation. 

3. By the Convocation 1 Jacobi. For 
as the Article laſt named declares our 
Homilies to contain a godly Doctrine, 
ſo the Convocation of King James, 
declares all things contained in that Ar- 
tice, to be agreeable to the Word of God.

And if any. Eccleſiaſtical Judg or 
Court ( quod abſt.) ſhould approve, au- 
thorize or encourage the ſetting, up, 
of ſuch Images in our Churches, it evi- 
dently follows from the Premiſſcs, that 
in ſo doing, they approve aud authorize 


that which the Church of England has 


publickly declared to be dangerousggainſt 

the Law of God, againſt Chriſtian | Reli- 
gion, and (to many) pernicious. And 
therefore we have reaſon to believe, 

that no good Son of the Church of 
England, will approve, authorize or 
encourage that which his Holy Mother
